SUBJECT: EXECUTIVE FORCE REVIEW COMMITTEE DISPOSITION: 
DEPUTY DAVID MOTTS 
TWIN TOWERS CORRECTIONAL FACILITY 


On Saturday, August 28, 2010, at approximately 1030 hours, Deputy David 
Motts instructed Inmate Raymone Giles to exit his cell (Module 132, F-7) fora 
facility transfer. As Inmate Giles exi , he immediately began assaulting an 
inmate worker, inmate Deputy Motts ordered Inmate Giles to get 
on the ground, but Inmate Giles did not comply. Instead, he took a combative 
stance and advanced toward Deputy Motts. Deputy Motts O.C. sprayed inmate 
Giles 2-3 times, but the spray was ineffective. Inmate Giles continued to swing 
his fists at Deputy Motts, who responded by punching Inmate Giles 2-3 times in 
the face with his right fist. 


Inmate Giles advanced again toward Deputy Motts. Deputy Motts grabbed 
Inmate Giles and struck him in the upper torso with 3-4 knee strikes. Deputy 
Motts was then able to take Inmate Giles to the ground by pulling him forward, 
using the front of his shirt. Once on the ground, Inmate Giles struck and kicked 
at Deputy Motts with his elbows and legs. Deputy Motts got Inmate Giles onto 
his stomach, placed his left knee in the lower Portion of inmate Giles’ back, and 
placed his right arm in a rear wristlock. Inmate Giles was handcuffed by Deputy 
Motts without further incident. 


Inmate Giles was treated/evaluated by jail nursing staff and escorted to the 
Discipline Module. 


On August 29, 2010, Inmate Giles complained of pain to his mid-torso area. 
Medical Services Bureau Personnel determined that Inmate Giles had three 
fractured ribs. 


On June 9, 2011 the Executive Force Review Committee convened and 
conducted a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that 
were evaluated by the committee were: MPP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3- 
01/025.10, Unreasonable Force: and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards.

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS: 


Deputy David Motts 7.2; interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Scott 
Graham and Eric Strong, on December 9, 2010, at 1043 hours, at Internal Affairs Bureau. 
The interview was digitally audio recorded. 
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Deputy Motts said that he was working Module T-132 as F-1 position. While transferrin 
inmate Giles to IRC, when inmate Giles exited F-pod, he began punching — 
who was an inmate worker. Deputy Motts ordered inmate Giles to stop fighting, and get 
on the ground. 


nmate Giles ignored Deputy Motts’ orders and continued punching inmate the 
nead and face area four-five more times. Deputy Motts again ordered inmate Giles to 
stop fighting. inmate Giles then turned and faced Deputy Motts with is fists at chest level. 
nmate Giles began to aggress Deputy Motts. Deputy Motts again ordered inmate Giles 
to get on the ground. Inmate Giles continued approaching Deputy Motts. As he got close, 
Deputy Motis pepper sprayed him in the face. This had no effect on inmate Giles. As 
inmate Giles continued to advance, he swung his right fist at Deputy Motts. Deputy Motts 
stated that he did not know if the punch made contact. They began to exchange punches. 
Deputy Motts punched inmate Giles two-three times in the face, forcing him back into F- 
pod. Deputy Motts continued ordering inmate Giles to stop fighting and get on the ground. 
Deputy Motts grabbed inmate Giles by the front of his shirt, and kneed inmate Giles on 
the both sides of his rib cage. He then pulled inmate Giles forward, and onto the floor 
acing down. Deputy Motts stated that, “As he’s (inmate Giles) on the ground, he’s still 
fighting, throwing elbows at me and kicking." Deputy Motts was able to kneel on inmate 
Giles’ back to keep him down as he attempted to control his arms. Deputy Motts was 
eventually able to gain control of inmate Giles’ arms and handcuffed him. 


When Deputy Motts was asked why he utilized the knee strikes, he stated that he has 
trained using this technique, and in the past has found itto be successful. He was asked 
if he had thought of other less lethal options. He said that he had, but this seemed to be 
the best option at the time. 


Deputy Motts authored a Crime Report (Exhibit A) documenting his observations and 
actions. For additional information refer to Deputy Motts’ report and verbatim interview 
transcripts. 

RADIO TRAFFIC 


No radio traffic relating to this incident was obtained. 


SUSPECT’S STATEMENTS: 
Suspect Giles invoked his Miranda Rights to the JIU Detective Armand Villagomez 
= Due to this, IAB investigators did not interview him. 


IAB Note: The following is a summary taken fron the Watch Commander,

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When asked what had happened, Suspect Giles said that he was kicked in the ribs 10 
times by the deputy and taken to the ground. He could not see who the deputy was, 
because he was sprayed in the face with “mace.” When asked if he was hit, he said he 
was. When asked where he was hit, he said in the back of the head, and face. When 
asked how many times he said, 8-9 times. 


Suspect Giles was asked why this happened. He stated, “I guess because me and the 
trustee were fighting, t guess.” 


When asked if the deputy told him to stop fighting, he stated, “Yes, and ! stopped.” When 
questioned further, he made more statements that he was pepper sprayed 10 times, and 
kicked while on the ground.

DEPARTMENT WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


Hughes, Albert Jr. Custody Assistant C/A Hughes authored a supplemental 
report under file number 910-012303-4800-144 regarding what he saw and the actions 
he took.

Hughes was working as the T-132 booth officer. He was updating the transfer list when 
he was distracted by a loud noise. He turned and faced the F-pod ar saw S/Giles 
punching zz S/Giles was swinging his hands and hitting a the head. 
Deputy Motts gave several verbal commands to S/Giles to stop assaulting Vi 

C/A Hughes said he saw S/Giles walk toward the F-pod door and face Deputy Motts 
S/Giles “took a swing” at Deputy Motts. C/A Hughes turned to get his radio in order to put 


out “deputy involved in a fight” traffic. When he turned around to assess the situation, 
Deputy Motts had already handcuffed S/Giles and was escorting him to the staging area 


Johnson, Nicole -<y Assistantwas interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeants Scott Graham and John Rossi on March 8, 2011 at0915 hours, at Twin Towers 
Custody Facility. The interview was digitally audio recorded. 


Johnson was working module 132. While in the booth, she saw inmate Giles swing at 
inmate M She could not tell if inmate li vas hit due to her vantage point. 
She said that inmate Giles turned toward Deputy Motts and swung at him. She exited the 
booth to assist Deputy Motts. 
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By the time Johnson arrived in F-pod, the incident was over and Deputy Motts already had 
handcuffed inmate Giles. She assisted Deputy Motts in escorting inmate Giles to the 
stairs staging area without incident. 


She was asked if she saw Deputy Motts punch, kick or pepper spray inmate Giles while 
he was handcuffed. She said that she did not see any force used while she was there, 
and the incident was over before she got to Deputy Matts.

Inmate} as the victim on an assault by inmate Giles. When asked what he saw 
the deputy do he said, after he was hit, the deputy told me to get out. He saw the deputy 
put his arms out toward the inmate, and very calmly told the inmate to get back in the pod, 
He did not see any of the force used on the inmate. He said he only heard arguing and 
the inmate using the “F” word.

When interviewed, inmate aia that two inmates were fighting. The deputy broke up 
the fight and took the suspect to the ground and pepper sprayed the suspect. The deputy 
handcuffed the suspect once on the ground.

When interviewed, inmate SE sic the deputy pepper spayed the inmate. The 
deputy then kicked him three times in the ribs, “beat him in his back, then punched with 
a closed fist in his face twice. The inmate was on the ground and the deputy kicked him 
in the ribs two times, then kneed him in the back, then punched him twice in the face.” 


When asked how the fight started, he said that the inmate hit the trustee. 


When asked again about the force, inmate E ow said that the inmate was 
compliant and laying on the ground with his hands behind his back. The deputy then used 
force. He did say that when the deputy kicked the complaint inmate in the ribs, the inmate 
was hurt and leaned up. The deputy then knelt on his oack.

Once pepper sprayed, the inmate went to 
the ground. The deputy handcuffed the inmate and kicked him in the ribs. The deputy 
put his knee on the inmate's throat, and hit him in the face. Sergeant Arrevalo asked 
inmate fi he meant the deputy put his knee on the back of the inmate’s neck, 
as opposed to the throat. inmate ai the deputy put his knee on the back of 
the inmate’s neck.

When interviewed, inmate M tatec, “Yea, | seen the police kick the homie when 
he was handcuffed.” When asked again what happened, he said the deputy told the 
inmate to turn around. The inmate got on the ground, and the deputy pepper sprayed him 
from behind. The deputy handcuffed the inmate then began kicking him. The deputy 
pepper sprayed the inmate again, and kicked him again. When asked how many times 
the inmate was kicked, inmate i “S times.” He also said the deputy punched 
the inmate once on the side of the head.

When interviewed, inmate HE sic he saw two inmates fighting. He then saw the 
deputy take the one inmate into custody. When asked if the deputy hit the inmate, he said 
no, just handcuffed.
